All word received here today indicated there was complete 


dissatisfaction over the fact that elements in the German politi- 
cal body had forced von Bethmann-Hollweg's fall. 


There is no evidence whatever to show that the new Chan- 


cellor is more inclined toward democracy than was his predeces- 
sor. 


New elements have entered into the German crisis. The en- 


trance into politics of the Crown Prince, Field Marshal Hinden- 
berg and Quartermaster Ludendorff showed unveiled influence of 
military leaders over the Reichstag and other bodies in Germany. 


The fall of Hollweg completes the list of leaders of all the 


belligerents who have been swept from their places 
during the 


war. 
Every nation has now changed leaders. 
Hollweg was the 


last to fall. 
It was recalled here that before the break with Ger- 


many while Ambassador Bernstorff was in Washington he said 
"that there would be no peace until all the leaders who were in 
office before the war were dismissed. 
The men who might be 


responsive to the public's demand for peace however will not be in 
control."

stored in the cellar under the dwel- 
ling, in pits or banks, or in caves or 
outdoor cellars.

or attic. 
The Storage Room in the Basement 


Many houses arc heated by a fur- 


nace in the cellar. The pipes are as 
a rule carried under the joist, thus 
warming the cellar to some extent. 
For this reason it is best to partition 
off'a small room in one corner-of the 
cellar to serve as a storage room for 
potatoes, beets, carrots parsnips, sal- 
sify and turnips. If

Outdoor-caves or-cellars arc super- 


ior to banks or pits in many 'respects. 
They require no more labor to'store 
the vegetables than sin indoor clellar.

ture during the entire year.- They 
possess practically alt the advantage.1! 
of the bank or pit, yet riiaj{*|.df-enter- 
ed at any time during the- wmter-for 
the removal of any portion' of the 
stored -product -without > endangering 
the keeping quality of the material 
that remains. 
These storage cellars 


are usually made partially undei 
ground, although in the southern por- 
tion of the country they are usually 
entirely above ground. In sections 
where severe freezing occurs it is-well 
to have the cellar partially under 
ground. In order to avoid steps down 
to the level of the floor, with the con- 
sequent extra labor in- storing and re- 
moving the vegetables, a side hill lo- 
cation is desirable for the -oella.r. An 
excavation is made into the hill of the 
approximate size of the cellar. The 
dirt from this excavation may be user) 
for covering, the roof and for banking 
against the sides of the structure. A 
frame should be erected, by setting 
posts in rows in the bottom of the 
pit near the dirt walls, sawing these 
oft' at a uniform height, placing plate's 
on top of the posts, and erecting raf- 
ters on the outside of the posts, with 
the exception of a space for a door 
in one end. The whole structure, ex- 
cept the door, is cor/ered- withe^irt and 
sod. The thickness of the"1 Covering 
will be determined by the location., 
The colder:the climate the thicker the' 
covering. The dirt covering may be 
supplemented by a layer'of manure, 
straw, com fodder, .etc., in winter 
time. Outdoor cellars are usually 
left with dirt floors, as a certain 
amount of .moisture is desirable. These 
cellars may also be made of concrete 
brick, stone, or other material. 
Such 


cellars are to be found In many sec- 
tion^ of the country, and provide al- 
most ideal storage facilities for pota- 
toes,, beets, turnips, carrots, parsnips, 
satisfy, and. celery.

that remains. These storage cellars 
are usually made partially undei 
ground, although in the southern por- 
tion of the country they are usually 
entirely above ground. In sections 
where severe freezing occurs it is-well 
to have the cellar partially 
under 


ground. In order to avoid steps down 
to the level of the floor, with the con- 
sequent extra labor in- storing and re- 
moving the vegetables, a side hill lo- 
cation is desirable for the -oella.r. An 
excavation is made into the hill of the 
approximate size of the cellar. The 
dirt from this excavation may be user) 
for covering, the roof and for banking 
against the sides of the structure. A 
frame should be erected, by setting 
posts in rows in the bottom of the 
pit near the dirt walls, sawing these 
oft' at a uniform height, placing plate's 
on top of the posts, and erecting raf- 
ters on the outside of the posts, with 
the exception of a space for a door 
in one end. The whole structure, ex- 
cept the door, is cor/ered- withe^irt and 
sod. 
The thickness of the:; recovering 


will be determined by the location., 
The colder:the climate the thicker the' 
covering. 
The dirt covering may be 


supplemented by a layer'of manure, 
straw, com fodder, .etc., in winter 
time. Outdoor cellars are usually 
left with dirt floors, as a certain 
amount of .moisture is desirable.
